Paid Porto Ricans, 
Report Discloses 


| Washington—The deplorably low 
standard of living in Porto Rico is due 
chiefly to the widespread condition 
of unemployment, seasonal labor, low 
wages, and often to the negligence 
and greed of employers, it is declared 
in a report on “Porto Rico and the 
United States” just made public by the 
U. S. Dependencies Committee of the 
| Catholic Association for International 
Peace. 

The concentration of ownership and 
American control as manifested by the 
'“eompany store,“ banking system, ab- 
| sentee ownership, flow of profits to 
| Ameriean stockholders all form a vivid 
background for the economic ills of the 
islands, the report says. 

The coffee, sugar, tobacco, and 
fruit industries all have a rush sea- 
son, with very low wages over a period 
of a few months. “Whole families 
thus work together,” the study con- 
tinued, “for the rush season and live 
in squalor and idleness for the rest 
of the year Many of the total 
number of employed are children un- 
der ten years of age, who are put to 
work in the fields in the rush period 
as soon as they can find employment 
‘earning wages of 35 cents a day. .. 
Hours of work are long, varying from 


ten to twelve hours a day. . A recent 
investigation estimates a man’s wage 
at 70 cents a day and $150 to 8250 for 
the year.
